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Continuation of 3.: The proposed amendment sets forth claim Imitations not previously claimed that would require further consideration 
and/or search. The proposed language, "visibly grainy", raises issues under 35 (JSC 1 12, second paragraph, since the language is 
considered to be subjective. 



Continuation of 11: Applicants' response is largely based upon amendments that will not be entered. With respect to the issue set forth 
within paragraph 1 of the final Office action, regardless of applicants' response, the position is maintained that the specification fails to 
provide proper antecedent basis for the claimed subject matter; the fact that an originally filed claim provides support for the subject 
matter does not address the fact that the specification fails to provide antecedent basis for the subject matter. With respect to paragraph 
3, first subparagraph, despite applicants' response, the claim language remains unclear that it is the resin sans particles that is optically 
clear. With respect to paragraph 4, applicants' response fails to address "about 1 mm" within claim 4, and the response fails to address 
the lack of support for values other than the "exact values" denoted by language such as "less than" and "greater than". With respect to 
the prior art rejection, the position is maintained in view of the teachings within the primary reference regarding fillers that it would have 
been obvious to incorporate virtually any known particulate filler known to be compatible with a polyurethane matrix, such as those of the 
secondary references, into the polyurethane of the primary reference. It is again noted that the references teach the advantages of 
adding such fillers to a polyurethane. 

Continuation of 13.: The Information Disclosure Statement, filed January 12, 2007 has not been considered, because it fails to comply 
with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97(d) and 37 CFR 1.98(b)(4).
